BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that the President’s Office government relations staff and hired 
lobbyists including Mr. Stephen Morrill and Mr. Richard Boykin of Barnes & Thornburg, appear 
before the Committee meeting and be prepared to update the Committee on legislation pending 
before the General Assembly and the U.S. Congress that effects Cook County’s services and 
operations.
